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Cedric Glover 
is man for job rk, 
in Shreveport

The mayoral race is coming down 
to the wire, but in my mind, the 
choice between Cedric Glover and 
Jerry Jones is hardly a choice at all. 
Glover has the right combination of 
skills and ideas not only to win the 
race, but make a lasting impact dur- 
ing his tenure. 

Shreveport is a majority-minority 
city, meaning that African Ameri- 
cans outnumber whites. The split is 
near even though—according to the 
2000 census 50.8 percent of Shreve- 
port is African American whereas 
46.7 percent is white, a difference of 
about 8,000 people. However, the 
candidates’ race should not be an is- 
sue. The fact that Shreveport has 


never had an African-American 


mayor is the last barrier to making 
race a non-issue. Not until this his- 
toric first has been surpassed can 
Shreveport honestly begin judging 
future candidates by the quality of 
their characters. 

The real issues surrounding the 
mayoral race are principally eco- 
nomic. The city is $1 billion in debt 
and has a deadbeat bond rating. This 
is the economic consequence of the 
Hightower administration’s commit- 
ment to infrastructure growth. Eco- 
nomic policy is not as much of an 
issue as Jones makes out. The ram- 
pant borrowing and spending of the 
last eight years cannot continue. No 
matter who is mayor, his fiscal poli- 
cy will be overwhelmingly.conserva- 
tive. 

I am confident that Glover will 
continue with his record of drawing 
attention to public projects that are 
necessary and not frivolous. Glover’s 
detractors note the deficit of ATMs 
and gas stations in his former city 
council district which runs along 
Martin Luther King Boulevard. In- 
deed, that district has ample room 
for development, and this will hap- 
pen in due time, with the extention 
of the I-49 corridor through the 


neighborhood. But even with its in- 
adequacies, that district is light years 
ahead of where it was when Glover 
first ascended to office in 1991. At 
the time, much of that district had 
neither electricity nor city sewage 
access. People were still using out- 
houses. Glover’s role in providing 
access to standard utilities for a 
whole district proves not only that he 
has a calibrated moral compass, but 
also that Glover will address needs 
over wants when it comes time to 
open the city’s coffers. 

Shreveport’s downtown, specifi- 
cally the Red River District, has 
been a disappointment. The High- 
tower administration dumped mil- 
lions into the area, hoping to turn it 
into the local equivalent of Mem- 
phis’ Beale Street. So far, merely 
spending money or offering incen- 
tives to attract out-of-state business- 
es has failed. 

Glover accurately identified the 
problem: the lack of a resident popu- 
lation downtown. To the extent that 
the office is capable, Glover will, as 
mayor, work to attract people down- 
town to work and live, not just to 
shop. Once the foot traffic of an ur- 
ban population increases, shops and 
eateries will open to accommodate 
residents. And a thriving downtown 
population might just give some real 
(not manufactured) culture to down- 
town—an intangible that could lure 
tourists away from the casinos. 

Glover, by way of 15 years of 
public service, is a seasoned political 
veteran. He will be able to hit the 
ground running once he takes office. 
His years in the city and state legisla- 
ture have given him the knowledge 
to navigate Shreveport’s complicated 
bureaucracies. 

At 41, Glover is still young in 
terms of his career. His political star 
is on the rise. He will use the may- 
or’s office as his next step upward. In 
doing so, he will also bring Shreve- 
port up with him.

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LSUS working on enrollment issues

Believe it or not, the ad- 
ministration is thinking 
about you. LSUS is not only 
finding it difficult to get new 
students to enroll, but also 
for them to stay once they 
get here. 

In the past several years, 
even before the hurricanes of 
2005, Louisiana had experi- 
enced a drop in population. 
In expectation of this drop, 
the Board of Regents created 
new minimum admission re- 


quirements to help LSU sys- 
tem universities. These new 
admission requirements 
went into effect last fall. 

In anticipation of the new 
requirements, an LSUS task 
force devised a list of recruit- 
ing and retention strategies 
in order to get students to 
come to LSUS and stay once 
they get here. This included 
the creation of COMPASS. 

Then the hurricanes came, 
wrecking south Louisiana 
and making a “bad situation 
worse,” according to Dr. 


Gloria Raines, vice chancel- 
lor for student affairs. The 
state, as a whole, lost 6.97 
percent of its enrolled stu- 
dents from last year. LSUS’ 
attrition rate was somewhat 
lower at 1.57 percent. 

Like other universities in 
the state, LSUS continued 
moving forward. 

“Money is the key to re- 
cruitment,” said Raines. The 
budget for student recruit- 
ment at LSUS is $69,500 a 
year, but Raines said that 
closer to $100,000 was spent

Ap- 
proximately $18,000 was 
spent on postage alone, said 
Raines. 

LSUS also bought names 
with that money. To get in- 
formation on high school 
students, such as ACT 
scores, universities must pay 
for it. LSUS “bought” every 
student in 29 north Louisiana 
parishes, 19 counties in east 


Texas and nine counties in 
southern Arkansas last year. 
These areas are considered 
LSUS’ recruitment territory. 

But recruitment becomes 
a lost cause when students 
come to LSUS and leave af- 
ter One semester, or some- 
times less. And financially, 
said Raines, it is “cheaper to 
retain (students) than to re- 
cruit them.”
